PREFACE. 


E very fine collection of bronze arms and gold and silver 
ornaments now offered for sale, and described in the following 
catalogue, was formed several years ago by the late Dr. S. 
Eager, the former principal of the well-known firm of Briider 
Egger, of Vienna. 

Although it contains but few complete finds, all the more important types of 
the bronze implements from the central basin of the Danube will be found 
represented—generally by excellent examples. A few specimens from the 
Tyrol and Bohemia (the locality of which are in every case marked) have 
been added to the collection for comparison of forms. The collection may be 
said, in its entirety, to represent with tolerable completeness the metallic 
industry of the pre-historic period in Hungary, and contains, besides, some 
important monuments of the industrial art of the Roman period, and that of 
the Vélkerwanderung or migration of the barbarian nations. 

In Hungary no remains of the Paleolithic Stone Age are found. The 
earliest inhabitants of Europe probably found their way from Central Asia 
by passing along the African coast of the Mediterranean into Spain, and from 
thence into France, England and South Germany, where their roughly-chipped 
stone tools, rocking stones and menhirs are to be found. These remains are 
entirely absent from North Germany, Scandinavia, and the east of Europe. 
In the caves at Bihar, which sheltered the Ursus speleus, or cave-bear, no traces 
of fire or human agency are found. The history of man begins in Hungary 
with the Neolithic period, and exhibits those forms common to the rest of 
Europe. Although no hollowed chisels or gouges are found, the number of 
perforated axes is proportionately greater than that of the neighbouring 
countries. In addition, a peculiar narrow and thick stone wedge, obliquely 
pointed, flat on one side and convex on the other, frequently occurs. Mertillet, 
however, does not give it in his Musée Prehistorique. 

Towards the end of the Neolithic period there gradually developed in Hungary, 
where copper is found in a metallic state, a period of culture in which copper 
tools and weapons replaced those of polished stone. In Hungary this advance- 
ment followed immediately, just as it did in Spain, Cyprus, and some of the 
Alpine countries. The tools of this period are generally very massive, and 
resemble in form those of the polished-stone age. The earliest are always 
hammered and not cast; those marks, which have been regarded by some as 
traces of casting, being caused by a deep oxidization, which has often worked 
its way into the body of the object. Their rarity may be explained by the 
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fact that these objects, for the most part very bulky, were melted down for the 
production of bronze, for which purpose they furnished valuable material. 

The bronze age seems to be connected with the migration of a strange people, 
forced to find a new road into Europe in consequence of the old route being 
barred by the powerful and civilized states which had arisen in Mesopotamia 
and Egypt. This new road probably ran, northwards of the Caspian and 
Black Seas, towards the mouths of the Danube, which seem for milleniums to 
have served as guide posts to direct these wandering hordes westward. The 
implements of this period were no longer hammered, but cast. In place of 
the massive copper wedges and axes, in which the weight replaced the 
sharpness of the edge, came the thinner, harder, and less easily blunted bronze 
palstave and celt ; forms impossible to be made in stone, and at the time 
almost equally impossible to be made in copper, as they could only be pro- 
duced with great difficulty by hammering. The higher civilization of this 
bronze-using people gradually spread over the whole of Europe. It is 
unnecessary to suppose that the earlier inhabitants were exterminated or even 
conquered by this newly-arrived people, for in many countries, where no 
native or easily-fused copper is found, the bronze age follows immediately 
after the stone. 

It is to be observed that the bronze civilization in the basin of the middle 
Danube shows, in general, simpler forms than those that occur in Scandinavia, 
France and Italy. But, on the other hand, there are no gaps or interruptions 
in the developments of the forms of its bronze weapons and tools. Some, as 
for instance, the fibule, the swords with cup-shaped pommels, the war-axes 
and hand guards, are peculiar, both in shape and ornamentation, to the dis- 
trict, and penetrate only sporadically into the neighbouring lands. The richer 
hoards of Hungary nearly all belong to the Hallstadt period, although iron is 
never found accompanying them. 

The Le Téne civilization is richly represented in the Hungarian finds, and 
resembles so closely the Italian, Swiss, and French finds of the same period, 
that they might easily be mistaken for them. 

When, at the beginning of our era, the Roman legions pressed forward to 
the Danube, a provincial style of art developed itself, which may be called 
Romano-Galacian rather than provincial Roman. For, along with those pro- 
ductions imported by the Romans, a special class of objects is found, and 
which bear witness to an independent development of Celtic style. Amongst 
these may be reckoned the fibula with the turned-up foot, the large perforated 
wing brooches, and the ornamental discs (éutulz), in which the Flamboyant 
Gothic style is seen to have developed itself a thousand years earlier. These 
are all forms which do not occur in Italy, yet they are not entirely confined to 
this district alone. 

The migration of the Barbarian nations (the Volkerwanderung) put an end to 
Roman rule in Pannonia ; still it was Roman handicraft that prepared the 
ornaments to the taste of the people. The leading features of the style of this 
time are the same among all the Teutonic tribes; although, in the case of 
some of them, peculiarities and special varieties of detail are to be found. 

As has been already remarked, the pre-historic monuments of the bronze 
period in Hungary are much simpler than those of Scandinavia, Germany and 
France. The daggers, the swords, and the fibule, although of noble form, 
have a less ornamental character than the examples from the North. Certain 
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weapons, such as the war-hammer and war-axe are, however, peculiar to the 
basin of the middle Danube. With them must be included the sword with 
cup-shaped pommel, which is commonly perforated to allow of a thin leather 
strap being passed through, and by which it hung, without a sheath, from the 
girdle. The war-hammer, which in the North became a baton of honour, is 
here of frequent occurrence. The rich spiral fibule, made in one piece, and 
often ornamented with additional spirals at the side, are also characteristic of 
the bronze period in Hungary. The shield is, however, unknown, but a 
peculiar defensive weapon, in the form of a disc of thick quadrangular bronze 
wire, takes its place. They are generally found in pairs, one for the left and 
one for the right hand and forearm. These are in rare instances made of 
gold, which metal was also employed for making heavy rings of tapered 
wire, which, linked together, were used as necklaces, and separate, served as 
the medium of barter. 

The first appearance of iron in Central Europe has been recently designated 
as the Hallstadt period. It is characterised by embossed bronze dises, cists (a form 
imported from the South), upright rivetted vases (situlw), and hanging cups. 
Examples of these are found in the larger hoards discovered in Hungary, 
and also in the accumulation of fragments on the sites of the ancient 
foundries. Nor are the boat and bow-shaped fibulz absent from the Hungarian 
finds, but, nevertheless, no iron tools or weapons have yet been found mixed 
up with them. The Hallstadt form of sword and the snake fibula are, how- 
ever, never present ; nor are the bronze vessels ever ornamented with figures 
of men or animals. The girdles are only adorned with simple geometric 
ornamentation. Thus, in this epoch also, are the Hungarian finds more 
simple than those of Hallstadt and Villanova. It is, however, remarkable 
that in the great find at Hajdu-Boszemeny, where thirty-six bronze swords 
are stated to have been found, that several of them were ornamented with the 
finest chasing. There were besides vases and cups of unmistakeable Hallstadt 
type, and which belonged both in Austria and Bologna to the early iron age. 
It appears, therefore, that the finely-chased swords with cup pommels must no 
longer be considered as belonging to the pure bronze period, although typo- 
logically developed from the swords of that period, but that they must be 
transferred to the earliest iron age; their chaste decoration being probably 
due to the employment of iron tools. 

The epoch of Celtic domination, whose civilization is very generally 
undervalued or rated, is very strongly marked by the torques or twisted 
collars of metal, and the fibula with the foot raised to meet the bow. And as 
well by the peculiar iron sword that was used for cutting, not thrusting, the 
jointed bronze chains and other horse trappings, by the specifically Celtic 
ornament developed from the circle and triangle, and lastly, by the use of 
enamelled ornaments. The fibule are often attached to one another by 
chains, to which rattles are hung. Of Celtic origin too are the enamels in 
which brick-red, blue, and white colours predominate. The fibule, in the 
forms of animals, with which we have become acquainted at Hallstadt, are 
often found in the later Celtic period ; the boar—that old Celtic device— 
often occurring in the finds of Hungary. 

All these various epochs of civilization are represented in the present collec- 
tion by characteristic and excellent specimens. 

The treasure found at Aszar is of great importance, not only because it is a 
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complete find, but also, and more especially, because the actual date of the 
objects can be determined with perfect accuracy. This treasure was ploughed- 
up by a peasant in a field in the village of Aszar, in the year 1884, Ina 
large bronze culinary vessel of ordinary form, and with the maker’s name, 
CaRATVSV..., punched in on the handle, were found two smaller vessels of 
similar form, two inscribed bronze tablets, and one gold and several silver 
ornaments. The tablets are of the greatest importance, as they record the 
fact that, in the year 148 of our era, during the reign of Antoninus Pius, Atta, 
the son of Nivio the Azal (consequently a Celt), received the Roman citizen- 
ship in consideration of his five and twenty years’ service as a foot soldier. © 
This remarkable document determines precisely the age of the whole find, 
which it is possible was deposited in the ground by Atta himself. Of the 
ornaments, a large wing-shaped fibula with a plate at the foot decorated with 
two square compartments of skilfully-perforated openwork, is perhaps of the 
ereater interest. Similar fibula are to be seen on several of the sepulchral 
reliefs in the Hungarian National Museum. They were worn on both 
shoulders by the Pannonian women, and pairs are sometimes found with 
sepulchral remains. 

As it is generally held that enamel is not found in remains from the period 
of the migration of the barbarian nations, an extremely fine silver chape, found 
at Raab, and having a small white enamel disc in the centre, is of great 
importance, as it unquestionably belongs to this period.
